Interview - Peter 


Sydney Olympic's captain Peter Tsekenis knows better than anyone the frustrations his club 
has endured over the years. As one of the oldest clubs in the National League, Olympic has 
underachieved with just one championship to its name. Its supporters are undoubtedly the 
most passionate in Australia and crave more success and Tsekenis believes this could be 
the year. Dave Cooper talks to Peter about the team and its chances. 


DC: It has been a steady start to the season so far? 

PT: Yes but the loss to United certainly stung us a bit. Beating Spirit in the first match was a ter~ 
rific result for us especially in front of that crowd. Brisbane was not a classic match but we hung 
in there and got the points eventually. The United game was extremely disappointing and is cer- 
tainly a big wake up call for many of us. 

DC: Peter, you have now been with the club for eight years. How does this side compare on 
paper to others you have played in?

DC: Olympic's supporters have been starved of success. How important is it to bring success 
back to the club? 

PT: It is very important. I supported the club before ] was ever playing and the club has only 
won one championship. Olympic is heavily supported and we need to get many of these sup- 
porters back and the only way you can do that is have a successful team. It is also important we 
do well especially with the new owners taking over and taking the club to a new era of profes- 
sionalism. It puts a bit of pressure on us but we are very confident and hopefully we can go out 
there and do our best and get the results. 

DC: As captain, how do you see your role this year? 

PT: I enjoy it but I will especially enjoy it if at the end of the season if I am captain of a champi- 
onship winning team and lifting the trophy. That would a great honour and would be the high- 
light of my career. | think the first game against Spirit was like a mini grand final, as there was a 
lot stake and the fact we came through it with the points was for me a rewarding experience.

Australian Architects to design new Wembley 

‘rchilects rom Australia's largest sports architecture firm, Bligh Lobb Sports, are one of a corisortium ol 
\hree architectural firms, known as World Stadium Team - selected to design ore of the world's most pres- 
jigious stadia, the new Wembley Stadium in England. 

fhe World Stadium team was chosen from eighteen groups of applicants after an exhaustive selection 
process by the English National Stadium Trust. The Trust will receive UK National Lottery Funding for 
rebuilding Wembiey as England's new stadium. 

Wembley is considered as the quintessential symbol of England like Buckingham Palace and 
Westminster Abbey. 

The design of the new stadium has yet to be finalised and the fate of the twin towers, the most recognis- 
able symbol of Wembley is undecided. It is expected that demolition of the old stadium will begin in about 
a year's time and the new national stadium will be open for the 2002 FA Cup Final. 


South Korea in doubt as World Cup hosts 


With France euphoric over its win in the soccer World Cup, doubts are emerging over the ability of South 
Korea (co-host with Japan of the next World Cup in 2002) to host the event. 

As a result of South Korea's current economic recession, construction of the planned main football stadi- 
um in Seoul has been put on hold while the South Korean FA is asking for the event to be switched from 
June to September. (Since the first World Cup in 1930 the event has customarily been held in June.) 
Should South Korea withdraw, it seems likely that Japan would host the entire World Cup, an opportunity it 
has craved since launching its candidature to host the event in 1991. 


France withdraw from Confederations Cup 

FIFA President, Sepp Blatter said he was "surprised and disappointed” by France's decision to pull out of 
the controversial Confederations Cup due to be played in Mexico next January. 

"For the World Champions to withdraw from an official FIFA competition in which the French team had 
undertaken to take part as a representative of the European confederation (UEFA) is hard for me to under- 
stand.” 

Blatter said UEFA would now be required to nominate another representative, although it is unlikely to be 
inundated with applicants at a busy time of the year in club football. 

The other countries taking part in the Cup are Mexico, Saudi Arabia, Bolivia, Egypt, Brazil, USA and New 
Zealand. 

Last week, officials from Europe's leading domestic leagues protested to world governing body FIFA over 
the Confederations Cup. The chief executive of the English Premier League wrote to Platter urging the 
world body to re-think plans for the eight-nationa tournament. 

"What we object to here is that this is a cup which has been invented and FIFA has sanctioned it without 
any consultation.” 


The Reporter geis his Quote 

Last week world media sources reported a lightning strike during a South African premier league soccer 
match in which a direct hit on the pitch accounted for six players being "decked" by the strike. Whilst the 
referee abandoned the match as the pitch resembled a scene from a war movie, critics questioned why 
the match was even allowed to continue in the dangerous conditions. 

The injured players suffered from shock and irregular heart beats (surprising 7). 

But top gong of the day went to the SA television reporter who made his way around the pitch getting live 
(sic !} on the spot interviews from the striken players as they lay on the ground. 

"Do you think you were actually hit (by the lightning) ?" was one of the intelligent questions asked by the 
man with the microphone.

Olympic survives torrid encounter 


UTS Sydney Olympic survived a torrid encounter with Brisbane Strikers to eventually 
vin 2-1 at Belmore Sport Ground. 

Before a healthy crowd of over 9,000 mostly Olympic fans, Olympic got home care 
of an own goal by Brisbane defender Chris Zoricich. He turned in a low cross by Scott 
Thomas, which looked to be headed wide of the far post. 

Brisbane can consider themselves unlucky to have been a goal down at the break after 
going close on a number of occasions, including one effort which was cleared off the 
line by Man of the Match Kimon Taliadoros. 

Olympic took the lead in the 41st minute - the ever dangerous Pablo Cardozo turn- 
ing brilliantly in the box and shooting expertly inside the far post. 

Norman Tome had several opportunities to extend that lead before the break but found 
Clint Bolton in form, while another was just inches wide of the far post. 
Brisbane levelled the game soon after the break through an unfortunate own goal by 
Thomas and after Zoricich's disaster, Brisbane gave Olympic a few anxious moments but 
were unable to convert a few good opportunities.

The local derby game against Sydney United turned into a nightmare for Olympic, 
going down 4-1 at Edensor Park. 

Form from the first two games went out the window as a more committed United got 
off to a blistering start from which Olympic was unable 
to recover. 

Two goals in the first four minutes had Olympic chasing 
the match throughout. 

Olympic enjoyed a good spell of pressure which saw 
Scott Thomas (pictured) and Norman Tome go close to 
scoring. That pressure finally told in the 24m, Chris 
Kalantzis smartly chesting down a cross from Adam 
Ciantar and volleying into the roof of the net for a 
great goal. 

But United were quick to regain their two-goal lead, 
David Mitchell dispossessing Ciantar and beating 
Jim Kourtis. 

Branko Culina brought Adem Poric on at half-time to try 
and gain the ascendency in midfield but the resolute 
United defence were proving difficult to penetrate. 
United were also proving difficult on the break and 
they went further ahead when Mile Sterjovski stunned everybody with a shot from the by-line. 
Culina was extremely disappointed after the match and believes the team must get back 
to basics and play as a team and not as a team of individuals.
